Johns Cas Light & Heat Co,
Inter dosignated as the Economy
Gas Co, Only a month or two ago
the ropresentatives of this company
stormed and bombarded the city hall
in a strenvous endeavor to get a
franchise passed by the councll. They
even charged that the city offlelals
did not give them a fair shake, and
they circulated nmong the private
citizens and painted glowing plctures
of the mammoth plant they were
golng to install in Bt. Johne and told
of the great beneflt the clty was go-
Ing to derive from their operations
hers. The city councll which never
did bolleve they meant business,
finally faced the lssue and passed
thelr franchise up to third reading.
This was as far as it could be taken
untll sixty days had elapsed and
the proposed franchise had been pub-
lshed in the officisl paper twice, the
last publication to be compleied &t
least twenty days befors It could
come up for third reading and finul
pansage. Bince that time the Eeon.
omy Gas Co. has been strangely sl
lont. The sixty days have now ax
pired, and the franchise has Dot yel
boon published. Is It any reason
that people amile when the Economy
Gas Co. is mentioned. It has been
a standing joke so long that even
the people who did have faith In
thelr promises are losing what litte
they did have, The Porlland Gas
Company has complied with the pro-
vislons of the clty charter and the
two publications have taken place.
There is but little doubt that their
tranchise will be granted. In some
respects & pipe line from the Port-
land reservolr, as the Portland Oas
Co. propose to supply St. Johns with
gas, is better than & plant belng lo-
cated here. The dirt, smut and
smoke that eminates from & EAS
plant will be lacking, and the nd-
jolning property will not suffer from
a deposit of this nature continually
sifting upon It as Is the case whaore
a plant Is doing duty, It Is never a
thing of beauty and moat people are
pot desirous of residing in the im-
mediate nelghborhiood of such an In-
stitution, On the other hand a gas
plant would employ several men and
sesessed valuation would belp a little
in the way of taxes. The main
thing, however, Is to secure good gus
&t & reasonable price, and the ecom-
pany that can guarantes us that
should recelve the preference. We
peed gas, and we need It badly.

Portland Gas Company Promises to Have Gas in St. Johns
Within 100 Working Days from the Passage of
Their Ordinance that is Now Pending

nothing that spreads diseass more
rapldly than dirty streets where flies
congregate and absorb the polsonous
mutter and disease germs. A glance
down on the west wside of Jersoy
stroet will convinee any one that
there In great need of an organized
movement for the removal of old
papers and other rubbish that lodge
nlong the sidewalk. The wind that
oconslonally sweeps along the stroet
gonerally carrles the ltter to the
went side and at the presont time
It Is pretty deep and still rising. It
Is far from belng a pleasing sight for
strangers dropping off the cars (o
come face to face with this accumula-
tion, and does not speak well for the
tidiness of our city. If there Is no
ordinance agalost  throwing waste
paper and other debris upon any
street In 8t. Johns, one ahould be
framed up, passed and strictly en-
forced, The Iadles of our eclty
should organize a Village Improve.
ment soclety and provide receptacies
to recelve all the surplus rubblsh
on the principal thoroughfares and
lot woe betlde anyone gulity of mar-
ring the beauty of the streeta by
throwing old papers, wrappers or
pokes upon same, Other citles have
handled this matter In a satlsfactory
manner this way, and it should be
Innugurated here. If the clty treas
ury can not spare the money to sm-
ploy a regular street cleaning brl
gade, we bellave the business men
along the business streots would be
willing to sweep the off fallings Into
a plle In front of thelr stores oach
worplng, and any drayman would be
willing to pick It up at a small cost,
Lot some method be adopled to koep
‘ho streets clean, and let It be In-
augurated without further delay.
